The 
peaceful pursuits of the agricultural 
population of Babylonia suited him 

t little. His two passions were 
fighting and et ut his wars, 
at all events in the later days of the 
Assyrian empire, were conducted with 
a commercial object, and were not 
meaningless displays ofebrute fury 
and the love of bloodshed which they 
have usually been imagined to 
It was to destroy the trade of the 
Phoenician cities and to divert it into 
Assyrian hands tbat the Assyrian 
kings marched their armies to the 
west; it was to secure the chief high- 
ways of commerce that campaigns 
‘were made into the heart of Arabia 
and Assyrian satraps were appointed 
in the cities of Syria. The Assyrian 


was indeed irresistible as a soldier; 


-but the motive that inspired him was 
as much the interest of the trader as 
the desire of conquest. Unlike the 
-Babylonian, he cared but little for 
education and literature. A know- 
ledge of books was in Assyria confined 
to a few, more particularly the special 
class of scribes. A love of study is 
more likely to be developed among an 
agricultural than among a military 
— Both Assyrians and Baby- 
lonians, however, were similar in one 
respect they were both intensely 
religious.. But here again we may 
note a difference between them. The 
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religion of the Babylonians was far 
more mingled with superstition than 
was the religion of the Assyrian. 
While the Babylonian lived in hourly 
fear of the multitudinous demons 
which he believed to be ever on the 
watch to injure him, the Assyrian felt 
secure in the protection of his 

above all of the supreme god Asshur. 
When the Assyrian kings went forth 
to war it was with a firm confidence 
that they were fighting the battles of 
Asshur, and that Asshur would give 
them success. It is “through trust 
in Asshur,” they are perpetually telling 
us, that they overcome all opposition, 
and compel the disobedient to acknow- 
ledge the power of the great Assyrian 

eity. 

The Assyrians seem to have lived 
mostly in towns. The country was 
cultivated by slaves, or by the older 

pulation whom the Semitic colon- 
ists found there. At all events it was 
from the population of the towns © 
that the army was recruited and the 
ranks of the official bureaucracy were 
supplied. Consequently when the 
power of the army and of the up 
classes was broken no force was left 
capable of resisting the foe. The 
continual wars of the Assyrian mon- 
arch drained the kingdom of its mili- 


be. | tary class, while the Assyrian colonies, 


which were planted as garrisons in 
conquered provinces, tended still fur- 
ther to diminish the dominant part of 
the population. When, therefore, evil 
days fell upon the monarchy, and the 
country was overrun by Scythian 
hordes from the north, the Assyrian 
army was no longer able to withstand 
them. The troops which had = 
soned the subject provinces of the 
empire were recalled home, but they 
did not prove sufficient to defend 
even Assyria itself. The Assyrian em- 
— fell because the population which 

ad created and maintained it was 
exhausted. The Assyrian stock prac- 
tically became extinct, the Assyrian 
cities became heaps of ruins, and 
new races occupied their sites. In 
this respect Assyria offerred a con- 
—s contrast to Babylonia. There

FACTS AND EVENTS. 

A dalziel telegram from Scranton, Penn., dated Oct. 27th, stated that the Wooten, 
Mosely and Clifton Lace Company, of Nottingham, have arranged for the erection here 
of a large lace factory, which will give employment to at least 500 people. Messrs. 
Wooten and Mosely were here in August, when they selected the site, and Mr. Martin, 
their agent, telegraphs from New York that he will be here to-day with plans for the 
building, which will cover six acres. The capital of the American company is $500,000 
of which $75,000 bave been subscribed here. The site selected is in the southern part of 
the city, upon a plot of ground given to the company by Mr. William Connell, a large 
coal dealer. The firm promise to have the factory in running order by next August. 
The reason for their location here is the passing of the McKinley bill, which has increased 
the duty on lace by 20 per cent.” 

One of the most singular facts about the growth of London is its regularity. It may 
be roughly taken that every month about a thousand houses are added to London. In 
August of this year 765,577 houses had to be supplied by the water companies with water 
in September that number had increased to 766,797. In August of last year 754,464 
had to be supplied, or 11,113 below the number in the same month of this year. In 
September of this year the companies had to supply 10,976 houses more than in Septem- 
ber of 1 This extension is not confined to any one portion of the capital, but a pre- 
ference is still being shown for the north and north-west suburbs. —Pall Mall Budget. 

Some interesting statistics have recently been published with regard to the Jews in 
France. Inclusive of Algeria they number about 130,000, and they are officially 
divided into twelve circumscriptions having as many consistories—viz, Paris, with 
a population of 50,000 ; Marseilles, with 5,300; Nancy, 4,500; and Vesoul, with 3,950; 
Bordeaux, with 3,000; Lille, with 2,800 ; Besancon, with 2.600; ‘Bayonne, with 2,500 ; 
and Lyons, with 2, 200 ; while the three provinces of Algeria have 49,000 Jews, of whom 
25,000 are in the province of Oran, 15,000 in that of — and 9,000 in that of Con- 
stantine.— Jewish World, 

Four lives were lost and many persons injured in a collision, Nov, 4th, on the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna Railway, near Syracuse, New York. The accident was caused 
by an eighteen year old telegraphist’s misjudgment, the New York express being 
nnen een line where a goods train was waiting. 

At the second autumn bull-fight, held by the Jockey Club, New York, Nov. 4th, the 
bulls fought so poorly that 10,000 spectators became enraged and engaged in a general 
fight. One bull fighter was badly gored and may die. Many American ladies * 
and the police found it was impossible to quell the disturbance with clubs. 


Nzw Lonk, Nov. 6.—The magnitude of the Democratic triumph is more apparent 
to-day than ever.

„WANTED, A NEW CREED.“

Tax foregoing i is a n that comes from some German professors, ea 
while they voice it and lead a movement indicating their earnestness, the 
thought comes to us that the Protestant world are in a similar want. It 
does not confine itself to Germany. The creeds of the day, while seem- 
ingly popular, lack something that is necessary in the accomplishment of 
the work for which they were formulated. Dr. Kaftan, successor of 
Dorner as Professor of Dogmatics at Berlin, pronounces the present creeds 
“a real hindrance to the Church, a destroyer of unity and a source of con- 
tention.” There is the ring of truth and the color of wisdom in these 
words. There is no greater hindrance to the growth of the Church at the 
present time than the creeds of the world. They are a constant menace 
to the Church wherever the true Gospel is preached, and the votaries of 
the various creeds are the most bitter opponents of it. 

But the want expressed in Germany is an indication of the times. The 
trend of religious thought is toward something more real and perfect 
than what is found in the various formulated creeds. How to obtain 
that something, in the way that men through the influence of tradition 
and custom desire to obtain it, is the serious question with them. The 
doctor referred to claims that the work must be left to theologians, be- 
cause they alone are competent to give a definite scientific or theological 
expression to the faith of the Church. In this view the doctor is in error, 
for if theologians of the Jworld formulate the creed, it will not fill the 
want that is now manifested.

of the human family, it would be by revelation, and it would comprise 
the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. The Church is supposed to be 
Christ's Church, and being His, its creed must also be His. 

_. The trouble with the theologians of the day is, that they depend too 
much upon their own knowledge and wisdom, and seek for creeds that 
harmonize with their ideas of what creeds should be, rather than for a 
creed that harmonizes with the plan of God. They lose sight of the rock 
upon which Jesus{said He would build His Church vis, revelation. The 
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only creed that will meet the earnest want of people who are looking 
anxiously and sincerely for something deeper, grander, and more com- 
prehensive than the worldly systems of the day is the one that is formu- 
lated by inspiration from God. 

Learned men of the theological schools need to awaken to the reality of 
the situation. There is too much of the unreal in their views. Even the 
Church by them is construed to be some kind of a spiritual organization 
which exists to us in the multitude of discordant sects throughout Chris- 
tendom. The idea is clothed in beautiful language, and men are lost in a 
vain theory as to the existence of the Church. The fact of the matter is, 
that the Church of Christ, when it is found upon the earth, is a real 

organization, with live officers, such as God has placed there for the edifi- 
cation of the body of Christ and for the work of the ministry. It is not 
something that is supposed to be found in all the systems that men might 
devise, and yet found in none of them. It is an organization effected for 
the purpose of carrying on the work of the redemption of mankind, and 
as that is a work necessarily directed by a superior intelligence to that of 
man, the Church must be a divine organization. When the Church exists 
upon the earth, there is no need for men who are desirous of salvation to 
be troubled about the formation of creeds, for the properly constituted 
officers of that Church have the authority to tell them what to do to be 
saved, just as Peter had on the day of Pentecost. The Church is there- 
fore not something beautifully built up in the imagination, but it is an 
actual reality, as also its principles. 

And while there is a want among the religious denominations for a new 
creed, that want is supplied to humble, honest people who prefer God's 
ways to man’s—in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. The 
power of God unto salvation is manifested unto the obedient, repentant 
sinner. The hungry soul can find within the folds of the true Shepherd, 
that which will satisfy his constantly increasing appetite for knowledge 
and truth. Members of the Church of Christ do not want a new creed 
but honest, thinking, progressive members of man-made churches will 
ever want new creeds, for they have a thirst that is not quenched until 
they enter the door into the true fold. , 

There can be no scientific expression favorable to a faith that is not 
founded upon truth. Human knowledge is so uncertain, that a true faith 
cannot be properly formulated without the guidance of inspiration. This 
is clearly seen in the condition of the world at the time the Gospel was 
restored in this age. With the Bible before them, and the efforts of 
learned men for generations, a knowledge of simple Bible doctrines was 
not enjoyed by the world. Truths, that are made clear to the understand 
ing of men by inspiration, were clouded in a remarkable obscurity. Men 
by their learning were unable to come to a knowledge of them, but when 
their minds were enlightened by the Holy Spirit, they were comprehended 
in all their force and beauty. A definite scientific expression to the faith 
of the Church—if the Church as we suppose means the Church of God— 
can only be given by men who are inspired with the principles of truth. 
The laws of salvation are necessarily as definite, true and harmonious 
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with each other, as are the so-called laws of nature. Furthermore, in- 
spired truth does not and cannot conflict with scientific truth. If there 
be a confliction, it is an evidence that one or the other is an imagined 
heory and not a positive truth. There is therefore a solidarity in the 
Everlasting Gospel that cannot be found in the creeds of men, for it is 
unchangeable, everlasting truth. The want for a new creed is not felt by 
the devotees to its principles, for there is something about truth which 
satisfies the hungry, progressive, honest soul. His joy constantly in- 
creases, for the more his mind expands and the more enlightened he be- 
comes by the Spirit of God, the better he appreciates the glorious truths 
that open before him. | | | 

What a contrast there is in the unsatisfied want of the learned, their 
restless, profitless search for a new creed, to the peaceful contentment of 
the progressive member of the Church of Christ. The one is full of doubt 
and misery, wandering about; the other is happy and truly progressive. 
Let learned men humble themselves, and seek for the kingdom of God as 
literally directed in the Holy Scriptures, which they profess to believe, 
and they will find in the Church which God has organized in these days 
a scope for the highest development of their best powers. J. E. C.

THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE. 


AmonG those who watch “the signs 
of the times” from various view- 
points, the religious future of Pales- 
tine naturally becomes a matter of 
increasing interest. Will it be Moham- 
medan or Christian? If Christian, 
will it be Protestant, Greek, or Roman 
Catholic? A glance at its present 
condition may prove interesting, 
though failing to warrant any reply 
to these questions. While Protestant- 
ism, by the agency of the Presby- 
terian college at Beirut, and printing- 
presses at the same places sending 
over the country millions of pages of 
Christian literature and the entire 
Scriptures in the Arabic language, 
and of Presbyterian schools of various 
grades, and by other and perhaps 
minor means, is unquestiunably doing 
an efficient work for the religious and 
social regeneration of Palestine by 
the overthrow of Mohammedanism, 
other and opposing forces are each 
cuntending, under a religious banner, 
for Palestine as a prize. The Latin 
or Roman Catholic Church, with her 
usual persistency, is antagonising all 
other Christian agencies, and estab- 
lishing schools, pilgrim houses, and 
convents throughout the country, and 
her missionaries boast that within 
less than a score of years Protestant- 
ism will have little or no foothold in 
Palestine. The Greek Church, sure

ledge of, erects its churches and affli- 
ated institutions, and is evidently 
making preparation for a permanent 
stay in Palestine, and, if posssible, a 
dominating influence over its affairs. 
And it would be hardly prudent to 
positively deny that the Greek Church 
may succeed with Russian influence, 
and perhaps a Russian army behind 
her or before her—and if need be both 
behind and before. But Moham- 
medanism will yield to neither of 
these struggling and antagonised in- 
fluences with sharp and desperate 
efforts to hold possession of what are 
also sacred land and city. It sees its 
danger, and will be prompt to resist, 
either by peaceable or forcible means, 
the loss of both or of either. Just
